MEDAL OF HONOR LEGION VISIT TOWN 


LESS THAN FIVE HUNDRED MEDAL MEN 


SURVIVE. 


Brief History of the Legion, Ihe Medal and 


How it Was Won-Members ol 


Order Meet Here. 


Yesterday the "bravest ol the brave: 


took posession of the town. These be 
roes came to attend tbe thirteenth an 
noal reunion of tbe Medal of Ilono 
Lggion, the business sessions of th 
Legion being held ia the court house 
yesterday morning. Many of the viai 
tors spent tbe afternoon on tbe field am 
will devote the whole of this day to the 
field. 


Of the nearly 3,000,000 men wbo served 


in the Union army during the Civil War 
less than 2,000 received tbe medal o 
honor. Of these who were thus lion 
ored, less than one-fourth 
survive 


Sixty-five per cent, ot tlioue receiving th 
coveted medal were non-aommiaatoned 
officers and privates. Tbe medal o 
honor is tbe highest decoration for per 
sonal valor awarded to soldiers of th 
United Stales. It is to us what th 
iron cross of Germany, the Victoria 
cross of -England, or tbe cross of the 
Legion of Honor of France are to those 
countries, tbe reward of tbe highest am 
most self-sacrificing heroism. Every 
wearer of it is a hero whose persona 
deeds in battle, by sea or land, bave been 
so conspicuous as to merit the persona 
approval of the War Department and ol 
,he President of the United States upon 
those who staked their all for the preser- 
vation of our country. 


Tbe medal ia a live-pointed atar, tipped 


with trefoil, each point containing a 
victor's crown ot oak and laurel. On 
oflicial occasions it ia worn suspended 
around the neck, and under the center 
ine of tha chin, by order of the Presi- 
dent. In 189G Congress adopted a joint 
resolution directing the Secretary ol 
War to issue to any person to whom a 
medal has been awarded, or may here 
after be awarded, a rosette knot to be 
worn in lieu of the medal, and a ribbon 
o be worn with tfce medal. 


In 1897 the President directed : "In 


order that the Congressional Medal of 
lonor may be deserved, service must 
lave been performed in action of such a 
:onsplcuous character as to clearly dis- 
inguieh the man for gallantry and in. 
tepidity above bis comrades—service 
hat involved extreme jeopardy of life, 
>r the performance of extraordinary 
lazardoua duty. Soldiers of the Ameri- 
can Union have ever displayed bravery 
n battle, else victories could not bave 
been gained ; but as courage and self- 
acriflce are tbe cbaracteristica of every 
rue soldier auch a badge of distinction

,he honor of unfurling tbe first Union 
flag on Confederate soil. At the battle 
of Newbern, IS. C., March 14, 1882, 
Captain Drake was first to enter the 
enemy's works, and in May, 18M, when 
•be Army of the James landed at Ber- 
muda Hundred, Va., he commanded tbe 
advance, and a few days later drove a 
superior force of the enemy behind his 
works at Drewry's Bluff. In the «an-

General Drake made repeated at- 


tempts to escape from Llbby Prison, and 
'rom the pens at Danville, Augusta, 
ilacon, Savannah and the prison yard at

while on a train In Iransitu to Columbia 
n October, 1864. With 600 other officers 
Drake bad taken passage on a train for 
he latter city, but on reaching the left 
bank of the Congaree River, he, with 
Japtaln Harry H. Todd, 8th N. J., Cap- 
ain J. E. Lewis, llth Conn., and Cap- 
tain Alfred Grant, 19th Wisconsin, 
eaped from the swiftly moving train 
and made a determined dash for liberty. 
Jefore jumping General Drake removed 
-he caps from the seven armed Con 
ederate guards in the car in which he 
lad been confined. These men made a 
wonderful joarney through the swamps 


>f South Carolina, and over tbe snow- 
lad mountains of North Carolina and 
Eastern Tennessee, requiring forty-seven 
lays and nights to accomplish. Drake 
and his companions were pursued two 
lundred miles by blood hounds and 
,rmed men, anrl among the mountains 


>f North Carolina and Tennessee had 
lair-breadth 
escapes 
from guerrilla 


landa. 


The escape and thousand mile tramp 


n an inclement season of General Drake 
nd his brave companions has always 
jeen regarded as one of tbe most inter- 
sting stories of the great war. 
General Drake was honorably must- 
red ont of tbe famous Ninth New Jer- 
sey Vols. in April, 1885, carrying borne 
with him a medal of honor,' awarded 


im on the recommendation of General 


U. S. Grant, and the Legislature of his 


ative State passed a special law con- 
erring the rank of Brevet Brigadier 
General for gallant services. 


Adams connty has tbe proud honor of 
laving furnished a soldier to whom the 
medal was awarded. Daniel P. Riggeal, 


, native ot the county, enlisted in Co. 
\87tb Regt., Pa. Vols. At the great 
gtit which took place at Cedar Creek in 


October, 1864, under great peril and 
with a distinguish}? courage be captured 


Rebel flag. It was such an act of 


iravery that Gen. Custer, after the bat- 
le, took him to Washington and so re- 
rarted the incident that tbe medal was 
.warded htm at once. Mr. Riggeal is 
iving now near Harney, Md. 
Tbis distinguished body of soldiers 
ave aa the President of the Legion, the 
real soldier so well known in Gettys- 
iurg, Gen. Daniel E. Sickles, one whom 
Gettysburg is always glad to welcome 
and delights to honor, one who made tbe 
amous advance to the Peaoh Orchard 
m the second day's fight, which contri- 
mted to bring about the result of tbe 
battle on tbat day by which the Union 
orces continued to bold tbe Round 
Tops, when to bave lost them would 
lave meant disaster. ' 


Gettysburg owes Gen. Sickles another 


debt ot gratitude, for which it baa al- 
ways.been conscious and delights to re- 
member. It was Gen. Sickles wbo a 
ew years ago waa elected to Congress 
for tbe express purpose of having tbe 
United States Government take charge 
of the development of the battlefield. It 
was Gen. Sickles wbo introduced tbe 
National Park Act and that that act be- 
came a law waa due to bis persistent and 
untiring effort!. When the battlefield 
shall bave become a great completed 
National Park, wben the Government 
shall own the thousands of acrea tbat 
act contemplated, when- all roadways 
bave been completed, when the town 
and county shall be receiving the bene-

POSTPONES ACTION ON OPENING NEW 


STREET TO PROPOSED BRICK PLANT. 


Hears an Explanation From Manager of Elec- 


tric Light Company and Will Buy 


Winter Alley. 


Seven of the eight members of the Town 


Council were present at the adjourned 
meeting Monday evening of this week, 
Councilman Swift being the only absentee. 
The vacancy caused by the resignation of 
Isaac Kauff man, of the 2nd Ward, was fil- 
led by the election of Andy Becker. 
Mr, 


Becker was nominated by Mr Wisotzkey 
and the nomination seconded by Mr. 
Menchey. Mr. Gilbert nominated George 
S. Stock. 
Mr. Becker received four and 


Mr. Stock three votes, the Republican 
members voting lor Mr. Stock. 
President 


Oyler declared Mr. Becker elected. 


Among otber business transacted was 


the consideration of a communication 
from the incorporates of tne proposed 
brick works, asking that a street be or- 
dained and opened running from K. Wash- 
ington street, westward to the property of 
the company, taking in what ia known as 
College lane, the street to be fifty feet in 
width with the center of the College lane 
as the center of the proposed street. The 
communication stated that the company 
has a capital stock of $40,000, and it was 
signed by the following interested parties: 
George D. Thorn, Martin Winter, J. A. 
Tawney, J W. Garlach, J. Samuel Dot- 
terer and W. S. Schroder. Hon. D. P. Mc- 
Fbeison appeared as attorney for Gettys- 
burg College, to protest against the open- 
ing of the street and intimated that if any 
step oi that kind ia taken the college will 
sue for damages. He stated that the col- 
lege is willing to have Lincoln street ex- 
tended but that as no property is to be de- 
veloped along the principal part of the 
street asked for by the brick factory pro- 
moters, the College anthorities~deemed it 
unnecessary and detrimental to their in- 
terests. The College owns all tbe land oa I 
both sides of tbe proposed street ib tba 
Reading railroad tracks. It was generally 
agreed that the request was too suddenly 
made to be considered on tbe spur of mo- 
ment and on motion of Mr. Gilbert, sec- 
onded by Mr. Wisotzkey the communica- 
tion was laid over until the next meeting. 


General Manager Turner, of the new 


company controlling the Gettysburg Elec- 
tric Light, Heat and Power plant ap- 
peared before Council to present an apol- 
ogy for the absence of street lighting re- 
cently. He stated that the electric light 
plant was practically worn out and that it 
would have to be rebuilt at great expense 
to the company. 
Repairs are being made 


as rapidly as possible and he asked for 
gome consideration andfornbearance. 
He 


said further that the company, before go- 
ing ahead with the rebuilding, would like 
to have some assurance that a better con- 
tract with the town will be secured than 
now exists. He referred to a number of

The new rules provide for the regu- 
lation of contagious diseases, slaughter 
houses, hog pens and all other matterp, 
which would properly come under the 
control of the board of Health.

abowed care in preparation and met the 
entire approval of council. One uew fea- 
ture waa introduced, aside from

strengthening of former regulations. This 
was the rule regulating the sale of milk in 
Gettysburg, providing a penalty for adul- 
teration and compelling all dealers, selling 
milk in Gettysburg, to show a certificate 
pronouncing their cows free from disease. 
The ordinance covering all tbe new rnlefl 
was referred to the ordinance com mittee 
for publication.

by the Chinese Vectors For Us 


Medicinal Properties. 


The statement made by the COMPILER 


wreral weeks ago that a number of citi 
zens in the western end of the count; 
are experimenting in the raisin* of gln- 
Kfug roots bas aroused considerable In- 
terest In this hitherto little known root. 
It was stated then that J. M. McCleaf, 
of Fairfleld, who buys and ships hides ol 
various animals, had gathered a quantity 
of the root for which he received from 
M to 16 per pound. (Jo far as we bave 
learned the only men who have began 
experiments in the cultivation of the 
roots aie Uhas. Slngley and Abe Gantz, 
of Fcuntaindale; John Baker, of Zora; 
William Singley, of Fairfleld, and Harry 
Singley, of Knoxlyn. 


Nearly every Chinese lanndrymen who 


advertises his laundry, adds the sen- 
tence, "I buy ginseng roots." People 
have often wondered wbat they did with 
them and 
inquiry to 
tbat 
effect 


always receives Ibe answer that Mr. 
Chinaman ships his roots to China. Con- 
sldering that ginseng cultivation has 
been brought home to the people of 
Adams county by the experiments noi 
being conducted, the following facts 
gleaned from a recent article in tbe 
Saturday Evening Poit will be of inter 
eat. 


Rocts Assume Curious Shanes. 


Under 
scientific 
cultivation some 


nnlqae discoveries have been made in 
regard to ginseng. In the wild state, as 
is well known, ginaeng roots, straggling 
in hard soil or against rocks and other 
impediments, assume curious shapes, 
many of them closely resembling the 
human form. In fact tbe Chinese word 
jenshen, means man-wort, and it has 
been supposed by many people, even in- 
cluding some ot the ginseng gatherers 
and dealers iu America, that the Chinese 
demand for the rout 
based on the 


fancy that the development of the roots 
in tbe similitude of man was nature's 
indication that they aie intended to 
minister to aillag humanity. 


Recent discovery that the plant under 


cultivation frequently produces straight 
roots, bearing no likeness to the human 
body, and tbat these samples of ginseng, 
being richer in quality than the native 
kind, are bringing higher prices in China, 
nave awakened a new inquiry into tbe 
secret of tbe Chinese people's eagerness 
to possess the plant. 


"It is quite probable," said a scientist 


in Washington, "that we shall discover 
In ginseng some remarkable element 
which bas hitherto been unknown to oc- 
cidental science. It does not seem rea- 
sonable tbat the Chinese and Japanese, 
who are shrewd men, and in many ways 
deeply learned in tbe mysteries of nature, 
would for unnumbered centuries con- 
tinue to use as one of their most highly 
prized therapeutic and 
prophylactic 


agents a plant without medicinal virtue. 
From the humblest citizens up through 
all tbe grades of society, including men 
of tbe profoundest eastern scholarship, 
high officials and emperors, the Inhabi- 
tants of Cbina for ages have had un- 
limited faith in the power of ginseng to 
prevent and cure many of the ilia of the 
body." 


Don't Know Why Chinese Value Root. 


Thus far, scientific inquiry into the 


secret of ginseng baa been a baffling 
study in chemistry. European chemists 
a few years ago attempted to discover 
what it WAS in the plant that had made 
it for ages so bighly prizad by Asiatic 
nations. These scientists reported tbat 
their reactions failed to show tbat gin- 


seng had the slightest medicinal value 
Mure recently 
official 
chemists 
in 


America examined ginseng roots and 
found that they contain about 5 per 
cent, ot nitrogen., .80 per cent of lime, 
.50 per cent, of phosphoric acid, .70 per 
cent, ot potash, the remainder being 
nothing but water. These chemists, 
therefore, confessed their inability to 
understand why the Cbiuese sbonld 
place such value upoa it, eagerly buying 
it at ten dollars the pound, and giving 
for some of its distillations far mare 
than their weight in gold. 


As a result of these scientific decisions 


against ginseng as a medicine, new sup- 
port was given, the theory tbat the popu- 
larity of the roots in China was due to 
the superstition that their resemblance 
to tbe human form was the secret of 
their supposed power to care. Moreover, 
in the legends and folklore of the Ce- 
lestial Empire strange reference in re- 
gard to ginseng was found. It was 
learned that many credulous Chinese 
cited the case ot a man living at Shang- 
tung during tbe reign of Wen Ti. E n- 
peror of the Siu dynasty, who used to. 
hear a voice at night calling to him 
from the Held. For yeara, according to 
tbe legend, these mysterious salutations 
were repeated, but no explanation of 
their origin could be found until one day 
there was lug up, six hundred feeb from 
tbe man's borne, a huge ginseng plant 
tbat closely resembled a human being. 
After that the voica ceised, and all who 
drank a tea brewed from the roots of 
tbat ginseng plant lived without pain to 
a patriarchal age. In further explana 
tion of the ready Cbiness market for 
ginseng, proof might be had, it was said, 
tbat in the contemporaneous thought of 
China is the conviction that nothing save 
starvation can overcome a man 
laUd with ginseng essence. It was even 
claimed that the mare these roots as- 
sumed human-like forms, tbe better 
price they commanded. 


Cultivated Roots Bring Higher Price. 


But all ingenious explanations oC the 


value of ginseng in China are now in 
need of revision, for, as stated, tba dis- 
covery has been made this year Unit 
cultivated roots, many of them bearing 
no resemblance to human form], are 
selling at a higher late in China than 
bas ever before been obtained for the 
wild roots. In the presence of this curi- 
ous fact, American scientists 
bave 


brought to light the circumstance that 
among tbe chemists who examined gin- 
seng there was one who discovered in 
the root an entirely new substance, tbe 
nature and value ot which be was unable 
to determine. The name panaquilon wag 
proposed for this element. 


At present, ia medical dictionaries in 


the United States, ginseng la defined as 
"little more tban a demulcent." Now 
that recent experiments show tbat the 
Chinese are buying the roots irrespective 
of their shapes, more serious inquiry ia 
to be made Into possible medicinal quali- 
ties which bave escaped previous anaiy- 


98. 
So alluring hava bean the prom isea of 


profit in ginseng farming that tbe sub- 
ect has been taken up by official agri- 
culturists in various parts of the United 
States. Many of the discoveries made 
will be very valuable to farmers who 
contemplate embarking in the ginseng 
industry. 


5ross Returns May Exceed $24,000 Per Acre. 


An a result of the tests it is officially 


announces that, if. all preparatory con- 
ditions ba faithfully complied with, the 
</ross returns from an acre ofginseny after 
ftve years of growth may exceed $24,000. 
Deducting $9,000—which includes tbe 
original payment in vie for tha plants, 
the amount expended on materials for 
constructing aitiQcial shade and the cast 
of labor in planting, cultivating and 
harvesting—the net profit in five years 
from one acre is placed at over $15,000, 


or $3.000 par annum 
Oa this basis a 


farm of tba regulation siza, 160 acres, 
would, if plautel to giasanj, yield a net 
annual income ot 1180.000, provided the 
market price of the roots should remiln 
as at present. It is poiutei out that 
though extensive cultivation wjuld re- 
duce tba value of ginseng, the demand 
for it in China is constantly increasing. 
Nearly $30.000.000 worth of the plant 
has been exported thus far from the 
United States anil the native supply is 
being rapidly exhausted. 
Moreover, the 


plant in Cnina has been virtually exter- 
minated, and the few districts in which 
it is still found have been sat apart as 
the Emperor's private reserves. 


The inducements, therefore, to em- 


bark in ginseng cultivation, the best 
roots of which now readily bring from 
six to eight dollars the pound in America, 
are very great. 
Emphasis should te" 


laid on the importance ot first gaining a 
thorough knowledge of the plant's needs, 
for some of its habits of growth are 
anomalous. 


Strange Facts About the Roots. 


In the first place, the strange and im- 


portant fact has been demonstrated that 
ginsengseed, although fully, normally 
matured, will not germinate until eigh- 
teen mouths have elapsed from the time 
of harvest, and that it will not germi- 
nate at all, even after eizhteen months, 
if it is allowed at any lime to became 
dry. 
During all this period it must be 


preserved by stratification with woods 
siil, moist and finely sifted. Moreover, 
the soil selected for planting must be 
perfectly adapted to the plant, a proper 
amount of shade must ba provided, and 
other easaatial preliminaries lookei into 
with painstaking care. It has been dis- 
covered through oflicial channels that 
some individual experimenters through- 
out the country have failed to realize the 
prodigious sums possible in ginseng culti- 
vation simply because they were not 
equipped with proper knowledge of the 
plant's peculiarities. Scientific tests at 
experimental stations in several States 
bave been so satisfactory that tbe officials 
h,»ve no hesitancy in saying that, under 
proper care, tbe returns from ginseng 
Farming may equal if not exceed the 
most that has bean said for it. 


Experiments showed that in cultivated 


plants there was a loss of only 14 per 
cent., waila the loss iu the glnsing roots 
transplanted was 48 per cent. 


The roots were pUuted eight inches 


apart each way. With a gardeuer's dib- 
}te, holes were made in tha ground to 
enable the tuberous roots to expand. 
This was au important factor in multi- 
plying tha yield of the crop. 


Hop Lee Buys 180 Pounds a Year. 


Hop Lee, who has been conducting a 


laundry in this place for many years, 
;old 
a reporter for the COMPILER the 


other day that be would like to buy all 
;he ginseng roots he can get bold of. 
During the past year he bought iu this 
country over 400 pounds of the root and 
shipped them to Hone Kong, China, In 
Adams county alone, he said that he 
buys as much as 180 pounds a year, pay- 
ng for it $5.00 a pound.

In the scientific journal! the prophecy 


is frequently made that at no very distant 
day electricity will displace the horse and 
mule on the farm. There are electrically 
operated plows, wagona, pnmpn, corn- 
hnekera and shredders, and threshing ma- 
chines. 
Some well-to-do-farmers even 


own automobiles. It may sound like 
something at which to laugh bnt the day 
ia probably not more than a quarter of a 
century distant when electricity will find 
its way into general nse "on the farms. 
Over in Franklin county there is one pro- 
gressive farmer who has introduced elec- 
tricity on his farm already, using it, how- 
ever, only for lighting at present. At an 
expense of f 1000 he has equipped himself 
with a six-horse-power gasolene engine, a 
dynamo and the necessary wires to con- 
nect with fifty lights situated in.the house, 
the barn and in various outbuildings. 
Whether or not he runs his light plant all 
night with the hired man on guard to 
keep the engine oiled is not slated. Frob 
ably after midnight he uses candles and 
lanterns like other farmers and as the 
citizens of Hanover do. One thing has 
been generally overlooked, except by the 
more progressive, that in this county there 
is considerable water power going to waste 
that could be turned into electric power. 
And it would not cost so much either. 
Some of these days we may expect to read 
of a number of enterprising farmers build- 
ing a dam in the creek that rnns through 
their farms and with the water power fur- 
oish electricity for power and lighting. 
It could be used to pump water, cut feed, 
grind corn, light their houses and barns 
and would ultimately be put to a boat of 
other uses. Sounds visioaary, don't it? 
Wait ten or fifteen years and see.

HO HEED FOR RAISE IN PRICE OF COAL 


I 


EX-DEALER AT YORK GIVES SOME POINT- 


ERS ON THE COAL BUSINESS. 


Dealers in that Cily Combined to Raise the 


Price to $6.50 Per Ton- 


Questions Asked. 


The Coal Daalers' Association at York 


has raised the price of coal 25 cents per 
ton. At a meeting held last week it was 
announced that the prices would be {3 25 
per 1 000 pounds on all coal but pea, which 
will remain at (2.60. At the yards 25 
cents less will be charged and (or carrying 
it 20 cents extra demanded. The York 
Dispatch contains the following interview 
with a man who had formerly been in the 
coal business: 


"Inquiry and facts brought out by the 


prices as published and the circulars issued 
fully indicate that the increase just an- 
nounced is radically wrong. Pea coat is 
bought at the mines at $1.40 ; the freight 
ia tl.eo. The makus the profit $2 p r net 
ton, 
outside of delivery. Take even the 


better grades of pea coals, none of which 
run over $1.76 at the mines, and there is 
still a nice profit. This ia per net ton, too. 
Lahigh Valley, considered the beat of do 
mestio coals, which has been rated from 
25 to 35 cents above the circular prices for 
gome time, has dropped within the past 
month to the circular rate. Why then.the 
increase? I tell you there is something 
wrong. Of course, it is natural for the 
producers to keep up the prices. They 
have the apring trade before them, bnt 
with thie overproduction at the mines, the 
gradual slump in bituminous, it ie nothing 
but the nerve power of those behind the 
coal combine that is doing it. Do yon 
know," and the man became confidential, 
'that three-fourth* of the coal in stock in 
this city was purchased at circular prices 
before April last and that the raise of 10 
cents per tou each month from that 
time by the producers had no effect 
upon the purchasers here ? Why then 
should the present increase be made ? I 
am satisfied that if the local dealers were 
personally canvaeaed upon the subject they 
would admit that it would be better to 
leave the price as it was. This is the sit- 
uation as it appears to me at present and I 
think a few months will bear out the 
truth of what I say."
